£v) [(iv)] the second die part being adapted to allow part of the workpiece to project 
therefrom, whereby said projecting part of the workpiece is upset by the pressure applying means 
and enlarged during cold forging; 

(vi) [(v)] adjusting means for adjusting the distance of said projecting part of the 
workpiece beyond said second die part;

(viii) [(vii)] control means for automatic control of said pressure, said control means 
including a sensor acting to ensure that there is no need to adjust the pressure applied whatever 
the diameter of the workpiece.
